FIRST QUARTER 

Western kicked off to Crescents’

Play centred on the 50-yard line 
with Brad’ev and Gnliek showing 
rp well for Western, while Speck 
kicked steadily and well for the 
Hilltoppers. Stew McNeil, a Wes- 
t~rn newcomer, started the Wes¬ 
tern march with a 60-yard run 
thro' l "h an open Crescent team to 
their 30-yard line. Steele fought 
through to the 1-yard mark with 


big Jim Gulick going over on a 
line plunge for the major score. 
Steele converted.

THIRD QUARTER 

The second half opened with 
Crescents attempting to break 
open Western’s line with a barrage 
of forward passes, but Binky John¬ 
ston, star of last season, inter- 
•epted the ball and sprinted 50 
yards to make it 12-0. Steele add¬ 
ed another point by converting to 
make the total 13-0. Sid Steele, 
whose long punts and smart 
broken-field runs were the out¬ 
standing features of the game, 
Mcked the oval over the Crescent 
1: ne, then running down fast he 
recovered his own kick to score 
again for Western. Crescents’ 
’one touchdown came when a Wes¬ 
tern receiver fumbled the ball, a 
Hilltop player fell on the elusive 
oval as it rolled over the line to 
earn 5 points for Crescents. They 
converted.

Would the world be plunged into a 
horrible war, ruining the already over¬ 
burdened economic system, slaughtering- 
more millions to follow those killed 20 
years ago? Would peace be the outcome 
of this vital conference?

Undoubtedly the spirit 
of humanity, to save millions from devas¬ 
tation and death, pervaded their minds and 
aided in the preservation of a plan which 
gave us peace—for a time at any rate— 
and avoided a conflict which would have 
had such a disastrous effect. 

So, as we sit down at our Thanks¬ 
giving turkey, let us give thanks unto Him 
that vc, err fathers and brothers, are not 


sitting in a filthy mud-hole in Europe 
shiveringly anticipating “who will get it 
next?” let us thank Him for our better 
outlook, our good harvests and our safety. 
Let us remember Thanksgiving, 1938, as 
a day of true thanksgiving, not just as a 
holiday.

Due to the interest in the recent 
European crisis, Western students 
were questioned as to their opin¬ 
ions of the history-making Four- 
Power Peace Pact. Although we 
must admit that these opinions 
make little difference to the world 
at large, it should be interesting 
to note what a cross-section of 
Canadian youth thinks about, their 
Mother Country’s decision. 

The Mirror scribe reports an 
unevenly divided sentiment, with 
the majority favoring Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain’s policy. Here is 
what he writes: 

The world has just passed 
through a very trying two weeks. 
War seems to have been delaved 
for the moment at least. Hitler 
has opened his mouth and scream¬ 
ed for “Justice,” and has been 
given a r ch slice of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia as his reward. Now Hun¬ 
gary and Poland are following his 
example and demanding more 
“Justice” and more Czechoslovak¬ 
ian territory. 

While these amiable butchers go 
to work cn the carcass of this un¬ 
fortunate state, there is one ques¬ 
tion foremost in the minds of al 1 
Canadians. That is, whether 
England was ju=t'fied in taking 
the action she did. Opinion, in 
this school at least, is divided. 
There are some who agree with 
the former High Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, Mr. Duff-Cooper, who 
stated that the British policy had 
been weak and ineffectual. Many 
feel that British prestVe has been 
lost and her honor besmirched. 
Those "who hold this orinion gen¬ 
erally add that Chamberlain was 
in a peculiarly delic te position, 
for he could not afford to offend 
this power-mad dictator. And on 
his abi’ity to placate this man 
rested the fate of many millions 
ef ""ople.

As the situation develops, per¬ 
haps for the worse, opinion may 
change, but at present, “peace at 
a price” is the sentiment.
